NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14th May, 1992 

G.S.R. 492(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred hy 
Sub-section (6) of section 10E of the Companies Act, 1956 
(I of 1956), the Company Law Board hereby makes the 
following amendments to the Company Caw Board Regu¬ 
lations, 1991, namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Company Law 
Board (Amendment) Regulations. 1992, 

(2) They uhall come into force on the date of their pub- 
licat'on in the Official Gazette.
